Most dressmakers finish 'the skirts 


with the opening at the back and closo i 
he placket with snap buttons, but it Is | 
really better to close them at the left 
side and havu a small and neat llap to 
nitton. Still, that Is a mutter of per- 
sonal preference. 
A really handsome 


nllur suit Is made' quite long and 
ouches the ground all around and of- 
en drags at tho back. The walking 
suits arc, however, still made to roach 
he Instep only. 
To cut the natty closed Jacket In tho 
IIiiHtratlon, which Is to be worn with 
an underwalst of some kind or n chemi- 
sette, follow the outline of the diagram. 
The fronts nru to be cut along thu sel- 
vage and the backs along the center 
fold and thu side bodies on the straight 
from any place. The fronts have but 
one dart, and the extension Into a short 
tab starts from thin dart. 


The buck Is curved In at tho waist 


line one-half Inch only to give It spring. 
The Hide back forms are sprung scarce- 
ly that and the sldo body the same, so 
that the lower part will only Hare Just 
as much us tho waist does, and there- 
fore It Is best to try the Jacket on with 
1 lie seams wrong side nut before sow- 
Ing. Then It should be pinned closely 
nnd the scams opened out and pressed 
with the plus still In, after which It Is 
possible to bastu the garment accurate- 
ly.
